Their Last Card Played—Sackville 
Given the Sack. 


Bayard Says Diplomatie Relations 
With West Are Ended, 


The Minister Smiles on Meariag the News, bat 
Dectines to Taik—Bayard Makes a Pablic 
| Statement of the Affair— 
Press Comments, 


By Telecraph to The Timea. 

WastiIneton, Oct. 30.—[SpecialL| The 
Administration seems to have lost its head 
completety over the Sackville matter. Its 
conduct for the last few days reminds one 
of the unpleasant predicament in which the 
frog found bimself who had fallen into a 
deep ‘vell.. In his frantic efforte to gain the 
top he jumped two feet only to find himse’f 
falling back each time three, At that rate 
of progress it isto be presumed that the irog 
is still contemplating his chanees for escape 
from the bottom of the well, and that the 
Administration is similarly oecupied in 
solving the conundrum as to how it shall 
convince the country that its policy is not 
that of Great Britain, and that Lord Sack- 
ville did not attempt to act as a sort of elec- 
tioneering agent for Mr. Cleveland. First 
came Mr. Bayard with his opinion so glib, 
which he expressed to a _ cor- 
respondent of the Herald 
Lord Sackville’s letter was a “private” 
communication merely, and as such cowild 
not be noticed by the Government of the 
United States. This was jump No. 1, and 
the echoes of the fall that followed that 
22 | jump have not died out yet. Then came, 
after an interval of 48 hours, the insinua- 
tion artfully conceived in taiks with “high 
oificials in the State Department.” and dis- 
seminated by Government organs, that the 
recall of Lord Sackville liad promptly been 
demanded by this Government, and, foliow- 
ing this second jump, the discouraging ad- 
mission was wrung, after three ineffectual 
attempts to get at the truth of the matter, 
from Secretary Bayard himself, that such a 
demand had not yet been made. ‘This was 
the most serious fall, but, nerving itself 
for a third attempt, the Administration 
eame forward in the person of the Presi- 
dent, who rushed into print, and assured the 
country that he was not lacking in courage, 
and intimated with the same breath that he 
would jamp a fourth time if it was found 
necessary to save himself from an ignoble 
death. Well, the “dull thud” which 
marked the tumble following that state- 
ment was positively sickening, and it re- 
quired another 48 hours for the Administra- 
tion to recover from its disappointment. 

Tonight it bolaly puts forth the following 
statement, whit, is given herewith in full, 
rod a ch ali, a? prepared by the 
State Departinént under the direci siper- 
vision of Secretary Bayard. 

BAYARD’S STATEMENT. 

By direction of the President the 
Secretary of State today informed 
Lord Sackville that, for causes heretofore 
made known to Her Majesty’s Government, 
his continuanee in his present official posi- 
tion in the United States is no longer ac- 
ceptable to this Governmert, and would 


‘consequently be detrimental to the rela- 


tions between the two countries, 

The grounds of this action on the part of 
the United States are stated in a report of 
the Secretary of State to the President, 
dated the 29th, which is as follows: 

“1'o the President: The undersigned has 
the honor to submit for your consideration 
the following statement, with a view to re- 
ceiving your direction thereon: On the 4th 
of September last a letter purporting to be 
written by one Charies F. Murchison, dated 
Pomona, Cal., was sent from that place to 
the British Minister at this capital, in which 
the writer solicited an expression of his 
views regarding certain unsettled diplo- 
matic questions between the United States 
and Great Britain, stating at the same time 
that such expression was sought by him for 
the purpose of determining his vote at the 
approaching Presidential election. He stated 
that he was a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, of English birth, but still 
considered England his mother country, and 
this fact led him to seek advice from the 
British representative in this country. He 
further stated that tke information he 
sought was not for himself alone, but to en- 
able him to give certain assurances to many 
other persons in the same situation as him- 

self, for the purpose of infinencing and de- 
termining their political action as citizens 
of the United States of English birth, put 
who still regard their original obligations of 
allegiance as paramount. The letter also 
contained gross reflections upon the con- 
duct of this Government in respect to ques- 
tions now in controversy,and unsettled be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain, 
and both directly aud indirectly imputed in- 
sincerity to such conduct. Tothis letter the 
Englisti Minister at once replied from. Bevy- 
erly, Mass., under date of the 14th of Sep 
tember. In his reply he stated that ‘Any 
political party which openly favors the 
mother country at the present moment 
would Jose popularity, and that the party in 
power is fully aware of that fact; and that, 


aspersions upon |'s political action, but alse 
to interfere in iis domestic affairs by ad 
vising persons, {vrmerly his countrymen, 
as to their politica! course as citizens of the 
United States. As between this country 


+ and Great Britain, there ean be no question 
‘of the compicte s<cverance of the tes of 


original alleciance ty naturalization. Dis- 
putes on this point were finally pat at rest 
by the treaty of naturalization, comer 


|by the two countries on the 13th of May, 


1870. Therefore, it will not be contended, 
nor was such contention ever admitted by 
us, that citizens of the United States of 
British origin, are subject to any claim of 
the country of their original allezianee, 
“The undersigned also has the honor t& 
call attention to the provision of section 
5335 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, by which severe peralties are visited 
upon a citizen of the United States whe, 
withont or permission of this: 
Government, ‘commences or carries on any. 
verbal or written cerrespondence or 
tercourse with any foreign government, or’ 
any officer or avent thereot, either with Im- 
tent to influence the action of sueh govern 


ment or officer in relation te any dlepute@--- 
or controversies with the United States, oF © 
with an intent tw defeat measuresof the 


Government of the United States.’ These 


penalties are made equally applicable to 


every citizen of the United States, not daly 
authorized, who counsels, advisesor assist 
in any sech correspondence with similar 
unlawful intent.

A BIG BLAZE. 


OLD-TIME SANTA MONICA 
DEPOT BUKNED. 


W. H. Perry, the Los Angeles Stor- 
age and Lumber Company and th: 
California lioor Company the 
Losers—Fairly Covered by Insux 
ance. 


Last night shortly after 8 o’clock a series 
of alarms were turned in, and for several! 
minutes the big, bell on the hill kept ring- 
ing at a lively rate. It was impossible to 
locate the fire from the alarms, as severa: 
numbers were sounded, but a bright ligut 
in the southeastern part of the city soon 
settled this question, and in a few minutes 
hundreds of people were burrying in the 

‘direction of the biaze. From the location, 
many cthought it was the new depot of the 


Southern Pacific read, on the Wolfski. 


tract, and for a time there was considerable. 
excitement, but this soon subsided when it 


was learned that it was the old 
Santa Monica’ Railroad depot, on 
San Pedro street, at ‘the--~-head 


of Fifth, occupied by the Los Angeles 
Storage, Commission and Lumber Company 
and the California Door Company, that was 
in fl.mes, The engines turned out promptly, 
but the fire had got under full headway 

fore they arrived on the grouna, after which 
the flames spread rapidly, owing to the in- 
flammable material in the building and the 
lack of water, which greatly hampered 


the firemen in their work, and _ it 
was a toregone conclusion from the 
start that the immense build- 


ing and its contents would have to go. 
Every engine in the department, six in ail, 
turned out, and after they got down to busi- 
ness the effect was soon telt. The north 
end of the building, which is two stozies, 
with towers on either side, was burning 
fiercely, and the entire rear portion of the 
structure was also in flames. Besides this, 
the piles of lumber adjacent were aiso burn- 
ing, and an empty box car belonging to the 
‘Southern Pacific, which was stand- 
ing on a_ side-track yard, 
was partially burned. The heat was 
so great that it imp:ssible 
to get near the building, but when water 
was secured the firemen advanced under 
cover of doors, etc., close up to the walls.. 
and began to deiuge the interior. The 
effect of this was soon felt. The burning 
lumber piles were extinguished, when the 
firemen devoted their energies to confining 
the flames to that portion of the building 
where they were first discovered. In this, 
howeyer, they were unsuccessful, as the 
fire had got tuo great a start, ahd it began 


to eat its way slowly but. surely 
through long one-story  struc- 
ture occupied by the door company 


which was filled to the ceiling with piies of 
doors and sash. There was no let-up, how- 
ever, and, after something over half an 
hour’s hard work, the fire was _ got 
under control, even the south end of the 
building, which was cut off by a partition, 
and filled with lime, cement and other arti- 
cles, was sayed, and what at first threat- 
ened to be the most disast:ous conflagration 
in the history of the city was averted. From 
this time the fire progressed without inci- 
dent until] it was extinguished. The total! 
loss will aggrecate close to $100,000, the 
largest part of which will fall on the door 
company, and may reach half the total 
amount, on which there is considerable in- 
surance, but in what companies and for 
whatamount could not be ascertained. The 
Joss of the lumber company may reach $10,- 
, which is fully covered by insurance. 
‘The building is owned by W. H. Perry, and 
is also insured for perhips half its value. 
AS TO THE ORIGIN oe 
of the fire, absolutely nothing is known. 
No regular watchman is employed, only the 
patroi, but one of the einployés, a teamster, 
sleeps in the warehouse. One story was to 
the effect that the first intimation that any- 
thing was wrong was discovered by an old 
gentleman who was passing along the 
street, and saw the rear of the north end 
of the building in flames, and gave the 
alarm. Another was that the man who 
sleeps inthe building was sitting in the 
office reading, as is his eustom, when his 
attention was attracted by the cracking of 
giass, which commenced falling about him, 
and on investigating discovered the room in 
the rear of the office, which is used by the 
doer company for priming and glazing 
sash, wasin flames. Itis known that the 
fire broke out in _ portion ot the build- 


ing, but this 
the Cause, every one is in_ the 
dark. Several of those interviewed 


were of the opinion that, as lerze quanti- 
ties of turpentine, ete., was used in this 
room, the fire’ was caused by spontaneous 
combustion. Others thought that it must 
have been accidentally set on fire by some 
one carelessly dropping a match or the end 
ofacigar or cigarette inthe room. There 
were several other theories advanced, but 
nothing ef a definite or positive nature 
could be learned. 
WHAT MR. HILLYR SAYS, 

Counzilman H. Hiller, the president and 
general manager of the lumber company, 
was seen by a TIMES reporter, while the 
fire was in progress, shortly after he arrived 
on the ground, The gentleman had just 
come in from his residences, about two 
miles distant, and said that he knew abso- 
lutely nothing about the cause of 
the fire, as. the company employed 
no watchman, and no report had been 
made tohim. He said the door company, 
which sub-leased from his company, had a 
very large stock, and their loss would be 
very heavy, probably ameunting to $50,000, 
He had not seen Mr. Farrell, the superin- 
tendent, and therefore could give no definits 
information. As to his own loss, he could 


not as yet form any estimate. From ap- 
pearances, as far as the lum- 
ber was concerned, it would 
not be reat deal, _and was 


a 
probably fully covered by insurance; it 
might have run up to $10,000, but he did not 
think it would exceed that amount. He did 
not remember what companies he had insur- 
ance in, as they were greatly scattered. 
had several policies, however, 
in Mr. McLellan’s companies, and h d 
also placed some insurance with Mr. Monroe, 
and possibly with others, The greatest 
loss would bein reéstablishing the business 
and from the delay. He did not know in 
what condition the books would be found, 
as they were in the safes, and it would be 
hecessary to ascertain this fact before any 
intelligent opinion could be given. 
THE SECRETANY INTERVIEWED, 

A Timss reporter calied on the secretary 
of the lumber company, J. J.. Woodworth, 
at his residence on San Pedro street, shortly 
after the fire was got under control. Mr. 
Woodworth said that he had just arrived 
home in the afternoon from a hunting trip 

of a week, and really knew but little, if 
anything, about the fire atthis time. The 
first he heard of it was a man on horse- 
back riding up the street and shouting 
fire. He had then gone down to the build- 
ing and looked around, but could form no 


idea to the losses. of his com- 
pany. He did not remember the 
companies in which he in- 


sured. By far the heaviest losers would be 

the door company.

THE LOSSES. 

The heaviest losers are the California 
Door Company, a San Francisco corpora- 
tion, the principal owners being the Wil- 
son Bros. of that city.

and their loss, which is total,. is estimated 
at $40,000 to $50,000.

The Los Angeies Storage, Commission. 
and Lumber Company, H. Hiller, president, 
and J. J. Woodworth, secretary, occupied 
the north end of the building as offices for 
their yards, which are adjoining, and the 
south end as a storehouse tor lime, cement,

WasnInetony Oct. 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| At the British Legation this 
evening access was denied to all newspaper 
men, and they were informed that Lord 
Sackville had nothing to say. An Asso- 
ciated Press reporter, however, managed to 
have a copy of the report of Secretary 
Bayard to the President sent in to the 
Minister. 

Lord Sackville in person returned the 
copy tothe waiting reporter and cordlally 
expressed thanks for having had an oppor- 
tunity to read the report, which, he said, he 
had not seen before. He declined to ex- 
press any opiniom in regard to it, saying, 
“I have nothing to say.”

Secretary Bayard, when seen tonight, 
said there was nothing he could say in ad- 
dition to what was stated in his report to 
the President. The Government’s action, 
he said, constituted a complete severance of 
our relations with Minister West. Secre- 
tary Bayard declined absolutely to give out 
anything in regard to the spirit in which 
the communications of the United States 
were received by the British Government. 

A Post reporter tonight put the following 
question to Secretary Bayard: “Have you 
ever at any time tormally requested or de- 
manded of the British Government the re- 
call of Lord Sackville ?” 

The Secretary replied: ‘No, no, pos- 
itively, no; all statements to that effect are 
absolutely and unqualifiedly untrue, We 
forwarded to the British: Government the 
facts in the case. The President waited 
what be considered to be a sufficient length 
of time before he resolved upon definite 
action, and finding the British Government 
were apparently doing nothing in- the mat- 
ter he decided, in view of the emergency, 
to do what has been done today.” 

The Cabinet meeting today was attended 
by Secretaries Bayard and Endicott and 
Attorney-General Garland, Assistant Sec- 
retary Thompson of the Treasury and Com- 
modore Harmony, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy, were present during a portion of the 
session, discussing measures for the relief 
of the whalers ice-bound in the Arctic 
Ocean. The regular session, however, was 
devoted mainly to a consideration of the 
case of the British Minister, and the result 
is shown in the statement furnished to the 
press by the Secretary of State this evening. 
After Secretary Bayard had prepared this 
statement he waiked over to the White 
Llouse and eubmitted it tothe President for 
approval. The President perused it care-

London Opinion Opposed to the Se- 
lection of upper. 

San Francisco, Oct. 30, — [Special. | 
The Chronicle’s special from London says: 
From the outset Lord Sackville’s friends 
here have urged Salisbury to take no action 
for his recall, but to let the initiative come 
-from Washington. ‘They argued that-a_re- 


more serious rebuke than Sackville de- 
served under the circumstances, and would 
kill his political career. But if he resigned 
or came heme because his presence was no 
lon ger desirable in America, it would not 
interfere with his subsequent advancement 
here.

His recent attitude on the fisheries ques- 
tion would make itan extremely unpopular 
appointment to America, andto jump him 
over the heads of other men in the line of 
advancement for the place would make it 
equally unpopular here. It would very 
much discourage even if it did not demoral- 
ize the diplomatic service to take a 
commissioner for a colony and make hima 
first-class ambassador. He has had no 
training for such a place.”

THE ICE-BOUND WHALERS. 


A Relief Expedition to Be Sent from 
San trancisco. 

. WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—[By the Associ- 
ciated Vress.] Acting Secretary Thomp- 
son today received a long telegram from 
San Francisco, signed by Senator Hearst 
and others, informing him of the perilous 
situation of the crews of abouta dozen 
whalers, supposed to have been wrecked 
near Herald Isiand,in the Arctic Océan, 
and askiwg that a revenue steamer be sent 
at once to their assistance. ‘There are said 
to be nearly 500 men in the party in no con- 
dition to withstand the rigors of the Arctic 
winter. The revenue steamer Bear is de- 
sired for the purpose of sending them pre- 
visions and clothing, without which, it is 
said, they will perish of hunger and cold, 

Acting Secretary Thompson visited the 
White House during the day and laid the 
matter before the President, saying. there 
was no vessel now in the revenue service in 
a fit condition for a winter cruise in the 
Arctic. The steamer Bear, now at San 
Francisco, which was suggested for the ex- 
pedition, would require extensive repairs, 
and ‘Thompson added that there is noa 
propriation which can be utilized for this 
expense, 

The President said the case was a seri- 
ous one and required prompt action. He 
therefore sent for Commodore Harmony, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy, and in- 
structed him to take immediate steps for 
the relief of the whalers. 

Commodore Harmony promised te do so, 
and said he would endeavor two communi- 
cate with Commander Emery, commanding 


cruising in the Arctic, and which is ex- 

pected to arrive at San Francisco in a short 

time. The present plan is to fit this vessel 

out for a relief expedition as soon as she 

arrives at San Francisco and expedite her 

arrival there with that end in view. xe

assumed by the one-sided free-trade school 
of this country is negatived by the facts 
and falsified by the experience of common- 
place business men, We are constantly 
told that protection raises the prices of 


commodities, that the hostile tariff, as John..}. 


Bright said but a few days back in a pub- 
lished Jetier to one of his correspondents, 
is only a tax which the community - pays to 
support the particular industry benefited 
by it. Asa matter of fact, what do we find 
in America? Why, their manufacturers 
can actually beat us out of the field on the 
score of mere cheapness only. So far from 
protection enhancing the cost of their 
goods they can turn them out at rates with 
which we, with all our free trade, eannot 
ihanage to compete. The Yale lockmakers 
can afford to pay the carriage of their goods 
to England and yet undersell the Wolver- 
hampton masters in the very heart 
of the lock trade, just as_ the 
Belgians can quote lower _ rates 
fcr angle iron delivered in Derby*than the 
local iron masters of Midland.

Why, 
think ‘of it; the bill proposed a tariff tax 
more than twice as heavy, or at least twice 
as heavy as ever was proposed or ad- 
yoeated by Henry Clay, the so-called father 
of the American system. Yet, when the 
House passes this in which the duties 
laid down are as great as Henry Clay, 
author of the proteetion ‘system, advocated, 
these great men, at the going down of the 
sun, jump onthe stumps around the coun- 
try and scream at the top of their voices:

SANTA ANA, Uct. 27.—[To the Edi- 
itor of Tue TimEs.] I notice in your 
issue of yesterday an article headed, 
Unfortunate Remark,’ with 
charges me with having said: ‘‘I have 
no use for the man who wears the 
badge of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public.”? The article goes on to say 
that “it is the-common report among 
G.A.R. comrades down this way that 
Mr. Montgomery made such remark. 
It is barely possible that he said so 
prior to his nomination, but does he 
still assert that he has no use for any 
man who wears a G.A.R. badge?” I

The declaration made by Mr. Bayard 
in his statement to the press on ‘lhurs- 
day, that he had not seen Minister 
West since last spring, is significant 
when readin this connection. Other 
statements, equally significant, could 
be given, if necessary, to establish the 
truth of the proposition. 

The origin of the difficulty dates back 
to a period of about eight months ago, 
when Mr. Bayard attempted to settle 
the difficulties in the Samoan Islands, 
through repeated conferences with the 
English and German Ministers. Sev- 
eral weeks were spent in the attempt 
to reach a satistactory understanding, 
but without avail. 

Mr, Bayard’s plan was that the three 
Governments should form a council, 


consisting of one representative from 


each, Who should, in connection with 
the King, administer the affairs ot the 
islands. 

Minister West expressed himself en- 
tirely satished with this proposal, but 
the German Minister objected. The

agree Was that the Berlin Government 
alone should furnish the representative 
who should act in an advisory capacity.
